Mr. Lewis claims that 40 per­ 
cent of all Ohio corn this year is 
growing from hybrid seed and that 
the acreage of hybrid com now is 
more than four times larger than 
last year’s plantings in the state. 
He estimates that 1,100 acres of 
hybrid corn were grown in Ohio in 
1933 and that 1,398,800 acres will 
be harvested here this year. 
There are nearly IOO acres of 
hybrid now for each one planted in 
1935. Such a rapid change in agr! 
cultural practices is perhaps un­ 
paralleled in the history 
of 
the 
state. Usually changes 
in 
farm 
practices are accepted much more 
slowly than has been the case with 
hybrid corn. 
However, Mr. Lewis says the ra­ 
pid increase in acreage is easy to 
understand when the superiorities 
of hybrid com are considered. The 
chief attraction, of course, is the 
consistently higher yield from hy 
brids when compared with open- 
pollinated varieties. Hybrid com 
also ripens more evenly and re­ 
sists adverse weather conditions 
better. 
With 
these 
advantages, 
Mr. 
Lewis says farmers are willing to 
buy seed each year to plant their 
fields although they have been in 
the habit of producing their own 
seed com. The growing of hybrid 
seed corn requires more attention 
and time than many farmers are 
willing to spend so most of the 
seed is produced by men 
who 
make this enterprise their sped 
alty.

X-rays to stim ulate the 
ctina. 
Has Practical Uses 
Of course, the X-rays penetrate 
he closed eyelids and throw an 
mage on the retina, 
A film on 
which are printed words is passed 
between the X-ray tube and the 
dosed eyelids, and the letters can 


be seen quite clearly. 
The idea has practical uses in 
eye medicine. 
For instance, in the 
case of an old cataract, the doctor 
does not know w hether the pro­ 
longed presence of the opacity has 
caused atrophy of the retina or 
not. Eyes do deteriorate from hav­ 
ing light shut off from them. 
The 
cataract prevents the patient from 
seeing print or light and the doc­ 
tor from examining the retina with 
an 
ophthalmoscope. 
Here 
the 
X-ray comes in. 
It can penetrate 
the eyelid and the cata ra c t both, 
and if it be turned on in such an 
instance and the patient sees light, 
then it is knowm th at the retina is 
intact and removal of the cataract 
will be followed by a return of 
vision. 
Also in the case of foreign bodies 
in the eye. 
Small pieces of steel 
can penetrate the eyeball and re­ 
main inside. 
When small they may 
be very difficult to locate, or even 
their presence at all m ay be doubt­ 
ful. 
If the X-ray is turned on such 
an object the patient sees every­ 
thing light except the foreign body, 
which will appear as a dark object 
in the field of vision. 
By using a 
metallic grid, the patient can point 
out the exact location of this body 
inside the eyeball. 
Injury to the retin a—the seeing 
p art of the eye— can also be made 
out by the patient in this way. be­ 
cause it appears dark to him w'hen 
the rays are turned on.

W HEN IT is necessary to serve 
snacks often, the cook needs a 
pretty extensive repertoire of egg 
dishes.

Omelettes and souffles are al­ 
ways welcome and are p articular­ 
ly good when catering to an in­ 
valid or a convalescent. For a 
delicate, creamy omelette, break 
six eggs into a bowl Beat lightly, 
and add one-half 
teaspoon 
salt, 
one-quarter teaspoon pepper and 
one-half pint white ^auce (cold!. 
Melt three tablespoons of butter 
and cook eggs in ordinary ome- 
elette fashion. Serve on a hot dish

And the eggs should he beaten

A pinch of salt will aid the beat­ 
ing. and many a good cook does 
the whisking of an egg whites by 
an open window. And it is im pera­ 
tive that the souffles be served 
immediately after they are cooked 
in the little souffle cases or dish 
in which they have been heated, 
or they will go flat. 
An oven 
souffle must be absolutely hot. 
Tasty Egg Dish 
Six eggs, one teaspoon anchovy 
paste, one tablespoon butter, one 
teaspoon minced parsley and pa­ 
prika are the ingredients for an 
exceptionally tasty egg dish. Beat 
the egg yolks until light. 
Add 
minced parsley and anchovy paste. 
Fold in stiffly-beaten whites and 
blend. Melt butter in heavy iron 
pan and pour in mixture. Cook 
until bottom is brown, then place 
in 350 F. oven and brown top. 
Serve at once sprinkled with pa­ 
prika. 
Egg and cheese toast is a nice 
tidbit, easily and quickly prepared. 
It calls for three slightly-beaten 
eggs, one-quarter cup milk, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, dash of pep­ 
per, tablespoon butter, 
one-half 
cup grated 
cheese, 
four 
slices 
toast and tom ato catsup. Combine 
eggs, salt, pepper and milk to­ 
gether. Melt butter and pour in 
egg mixture, stirring constantly 
until eggs are cooked. Spread the 
toast with tomato catsup, 
heap 
each piece with scrambled eggs 
and cover with

cheese. 
Place in boiler to melt and brown 
the cheese. Serve at once.
